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Uftrospective  View  of  AfEairs  re^ ^ 
liiitns^  to  tlx‘  American  Colonies*  []P.  166.3 , 

TNthc  mean  time  the  provincial  con- 
1  grelV,  which  was  now  removed  to' 
^'atcrtown,  drew  up  an  addrefs  to  the 
'nhnhitanls  of  Great  Britain,  in  which 
hicy  hated  tlie  moft  material  particulars 
rti  ttive  to  the  late  engagement,  and  took 
p.iins  to  fliew,  that  hofliitties  were  ftrtt 
t  ♦'imnenced,  and  blood  drawn,'  both  at 
h^xini;ton  and  Concord  by  the  regulars. 
They  comjdain  of  the  ravages  committed' 
hy  them  in  their  retrctit  ;  plact  miich'de-' 
pindcnce  on  the  honour,  wifdom,  and' 
'alour  of  Britons,  from  w’hich  they  hope 
tiicir  interference  in  preventing  the  pro- 
ft cation  of  meafurcs  which  they  repre- 
hnt  as  e(nially  ruinous  to  the  mother* 
c<  imtry  and  the  colonies  ;  they-  make 
Kaat  profcifions  of  loyalty  ;  but  declare,' 
diat  they  will  not  tamely  fiibmit  to  the 
prrfecution  and  tyranny  of  a  cniel  mini-’ 
P‘T,  and  (appealing  to  Heaven  for  the 
.uihice  of  their  caufc)that  they  arc  deter¬ 
mined  to  die  or  be  free. 

The  provincial  congrefs  nlfo  pafTcd  a 
'^te  for  tl)e  array- and  fupport  of 'an  ar¬ 
my  ;  fixed  the  pay  of  the  onicers  and  fol- 
and  pubBflied  rules  and  orders  for 
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its  regulation  and  government.  To  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  military  expence,  they  paf- 
fed  a  votedbr  the  ilTuing  of  a  confidcrable^ 
fum  in  paper  currency,  which  was  to  bc^ 
received  in  all  cafes  as  money,  and  the 
faith  of  t»  e  province  pledged  for  its  pay¬ 
ment.  As  the  term  for  which  they  were 
chofen  was  to  expire  on  the  jotn  of  May,^ 
they  gave  notice  for  the  clcdion  of  a 
new  congrefsi  to  meet  i)n  the  31ft  of 
that  month  at  the  fame  place,  and  to  be 
continued  for  fix  months,  and  no  longer 
They  alfo  paffed  a  refolution  [May  5.] 
that  gen.  Gage*  had,  by  the  late  tranfac 
tions,  and  many  other  means,  utterly 
difqualified  himlelf  from  ferving  that  co  * 
lony  as  a  governor,  or  in  any  other  capa 
city,  and  that  therefore  no  obedience 
was  in  future  due  to  him  ;  but  that  oti 
the  contrary  he  ought  tp  be  confiderei 
and  guarded  a^ainft,  as  an,  unnatural  and 
inveterate  enemy  to  the  country. 

The  affair  at  Lexington  (though  feme 
fuch  event  mull  have  been  long  forefeen 
and  cxpeAtd)  excited  the  greateft  indig 
nation  in  the  other  colonics,  and  they 
prepared  for  war  with  as  much  eager 
nefs  and  difpatch  as  if  an  enemy  had  al 
ready  appeared  at  each  of  their  doors 
The  bravery  fliew«  by  the  militia  in  tiiif 
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thtir  r.rft  v'nT^y,  ;iikI  tf«e  fiippofed  advan¬ 
tages  tilt*)'  had  obtained  over  the  regu- 
1  .'.rs,  were  matters  of  great  exultation  ; 
while  thofe  who  fell  in  the  adii)ii  were 
regreted  willi  the  decpelt  concern,  and 
honoured,  not  only  as  patriots,  but 
ir.artyrs,  who  had  died  bravely  in  the 
c.uife  of  their  country.  The  outrages 
and  ci’iellics  charged  upon  the  king’s 
forces,  however  nnjuflly  founded,  j)ro- 
tlueed  a  great  ctVciit,  and  increafed  the 
piddic  fever. 

In  f('me  jjlaccs  the  magazines  were 
feized,  and  in  New  Jerfi*^-  the  treafiiry, 
a  contiderable  fnm  of  money  in  which 
was  apiwcipriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
troop.,  tliey  were  lailiiig.  At  the  fame 
time,  without  waiting  for  any  concert  or 
rulxice,  a  fiop  was  almoPt  every  where 
put  to  the  exportation  o4'  proviuons ; 
and  in  feme  places  all  exportation  was 
llopt,  till  the  opinion  o»  the  general  con- 
grefs  upon  that  fubjevtt  was  known. 
J.ord  Niirth’s  conciliatory  plan,  or  the 
refolution  fomuied  upon  it,  was  totally 
1  ej'vV'U'd  by  th.e  alVcmblies  of  Pcnnfylvania 
aiul  New  Jerfey  ;  nor  was  it  received  any 
w  iierc. 

In  tlic  mean  time,  the  governor  and 
foivcb  at  ijolton,  as  well  as  the  inhabi¬ 
tants,  contir.tted  clolcly  blocked  Uj)  by 
land  ;  and  being  ilnit  out  from  all  fup- 
piies  I'f  freln  pro\  ihons  and  vegetables, 
\rhieh  t’.ie  luighbouring  countries  could 
h.iv<-  aThuded  by  fea,  they  beg.in  U»  ex¬ 
perience  thofe  inconvenieieeics  uhicli  af- 
tk  i  w  aids  amounted  tt>  real  difiref^.  As 
ilu-  inhabitants  liad  now  no  otiier  re- 
fonice  for  their  fubiilU'nc.c  than  the 
Id'  g’s  Ot'ree,  the  provincials  were  the 
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faith,  and  the  confcc^nenccs  that  attend-  I 
ed  it,  were  much  complained  of.  Many,  I 
liowevcr,  both  then,  and  at  different  ■ 
times  after,  obtained  permiflion  to  quit  ■ 
the  town  ;  but  they  were,  obliged  to  I 
leave  all  their  effedfs  behind;  fo  that  I 
thofe  who  had  hitherto  lived  in  cafe  and  I 
affluence,  were  at  once  reduced  to  the  I 
extremity  of  indigence  and  mifery.  The  I 
genernl  congrefs  ranked  amongft  thdr  I 
bittereft  complaints  tlie  fufferings  of  the  I 
inhabitants  in  this  refpedt.  They  Uj  I 
that  pafTports  were  granted  or  retained  I 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  families  were  I 
broken  and  the  theareff;  connedlions  fepa- 
rated;  part  being  compelled  to  quit  the 
town,  and  part  retained  againft  their 
will.  This,  by  far  the  moft  diflionourable 
to  government,  we  are  obliged  in  fair- 
nefs  t(v  Rate  according  to  the  provincial 
iMirrative,  no  other  having  appeared  to 
contradidl  or  cjualify  it.  The  poor  and 
helpicfs  were  all  ftntout. 

The  continental  congrefs  [May  lo.] 
having  met  at  the  lime  appointed  at 
Philadelphia,  foon  adopted  fuch  mea- 
furesas  confirmed  the  people  in  their  re- 
fulution  and  conduit.  Among  their  firft 
ai^s  were  refohitions  for  the  raifingof 
an  army,  and  the  eltablifiiir.ent  of  a  large 
paper  currency  fur  its  payment ;  the 
“  Unlit  J  Co/c/;;Vj”  (by  which  appellation 
they  refolved  that  they  ffiould  be  known 
and  diitliiguiffied  for  the  future)  being 
rccurilies  lor  realizing  the  nominal  va¬ 
lue  of  this  currency.  They  alfo  ftridly 
pa  ohihited  the  fupplying  of  the  BritiHl 
lirnerics  with  any  kind  of  provifions;  and, 
to  reuder  this  order  the  more  efleitual, 
llopt  all  exportation  to  thofe  colonics, 
ill.uuis,  and  {>Jaces,  which  ftill  retained 
ilicir  obcdiciKC.  This  mcafure,^  which 
does  not  feem  to  have  been  expeited,  or 
even  apprehended  aX  home,  occafioncd. 
no  fmall  dirtiefs  to  the  people  at  New¬ 
foundland,  and  to  all  thofe  employed  in 
the  fiffjerics  ;  ini'omuch  that,  :to  prevent* 
an  abfolute  famine,  fevcral  fliips  were 
under  a  ncccllity  of  returning  light  from 
that  ffation,  to  carry  out  cargoes  of  pro- 
vil.ons  froni  Ireland. 

I'iie  city  aiul  province  of  New-York, 
notwithffaiiding  their  former  modera¬ 
tion,  feemed,  upon  receiving  an  account 
of  the  late  ad  ion,  receive  alio  a  plen* 
tifiil  portion  of  that  fpirit  which  opera-, 
iivl  in  the  otl;cr  colonics.  A  iwoA  nu» 
m«  i  ons  afflKialion  .was  accordingly- 
foi  .T.cd,  and  a  piovincial  congrefs  eke-- 
Ud,  But  as  fomc.  regimeuts  iroin  Irc*.# 
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were  t'xpedcd  fpeeclily  to  arrive 
that  capital, belicics, lying  open 
:  t!;f  k*a,  lit  nation  became  very  cri- 
t  w.il.  Ill  thcl’c  circiimftanccs,  a  body  of 
Ci)imt’Otijtit-mcn  arrived  in  the  neigh- 
iH'uilu'otl  of  tli.it  city,  avowedly  for  its 
;rvtcCt:oii,  and  prob.abIy  alfo  to  fupport 
:l,i  j  iilliit  ilifpofition  of  the  people, 
i  bur  nniigtli  was  not,  however,  fufii- 
ciiiit  to  atliird  an  ‘ertedtiial  protection  ;

f  Point,  and  other  fortrefifes,  fitu.ited  upon 
the  great  lakesj  and  commanding  the 
pafles  between  tlie  Rritlih  colonies  and 
Canada.  It  feems  that  fomc  of  tliofc 
who  were  among  the  firft  that  formed 
this  delign,  and  had  fet  out  with  tlie 
grcatell  privacy  in  its  profecution,  met 
by  the  way^  with  others,  who,  without 
any  previous  concert,  were  embarked  id 
the  fame  projed;  fo  extenfive  was  that 
fpirit  of  entci  prife  which  thefe  unhappy 
contefls  called  into  adion.  Tlicfe  ad¬ 
venturers,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
about  240  men,  under  the  command  of 
a  col.  Eafton,  and  a  col.  Ethan  Allefii 
with  great  perfeverance  and  addrefs,  fur 
prifed  the  fmall  garrilon.s  of  Ticonderoga 
and  Crown  Point.  Thefe  fortrelfes  were 
taken  without  the  lofs  of  a  man  on  either 
fide.  They  found  in  the  forts  a  confi- 
deraWe  artillery,  amounting,  as  they 
faid,  to  above  200  pieces  of  cannon,  be 
fides  fome  mortars,  howitzers,  and  cjuan 
titles  of  various  ftores,  which  were  to 
them  highly  valuable;  they  alfo  took 
•  two  veflels,  which  gave  them  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Lake  Champlain,  and  mntciials 
ready  prepared  at  Ticonderoga  for  th 
building  and  e(|uipping  of  others. 

Duiiiig  thefe  tranfadions  [May 
the  generals  Howe,  Bwrgoync,  and  Clin 
ton,  arrived  at  Bofton  from  England,  to. 
gether  with  a  confidcrable  number  of 
marines,  and  draughts  from  other  regi¬ 
ments,  to  fupply  I  lie  v  acancies  there. 
Tliefc  were  foon  followed  by  feveral 
regiments  from  Ireland,  fi)  that  the  force 
at  Bofton,  with  refpee^  to  number,  the 
gpodnefs  of  the  troops,  and  the  charac 
ter  of  the  commanders,  was  become  verv 
refpedable  ;  atid  it  was  generally  belie 
ved,  that  matters  could  not  continue 
much  longer  in  their  then  fituation. 

Nothing  remarkable  had  yet  happened 
fince  the  commencement  of  the  blm*- 
k.idc,  except  two  fmall  engagenienU 
whicli  arofc  from  the  attempts  of  eitlier 
party  to  carry  otT  the  ftock  of  fomc  of 
tliofc  fmall  ifiands  with  which  the  Bat 
of  l^itton  is  interfperfetl,  and  v<  hic.h  nf 
forded  the  mixed  f^JedacIc  of  fijijiji, 
boats,  and  men,  engaged  by  l.nid  ;«nd 
water.  In  both  thefe  fkirmiihcs (each  of 
which  continued  for  many  Incurs)  iIhl* 
king’s  troops  were  foiled,  with  ibmc 
lofs f  and  ill  the  lafi,  which  happciHd  at 
Hogg  and  Noddle's- Ulandn,  in  armed 
febooner  l>eing  left  by  the  tide,  the  peo¬ 
ple,  after  rtanding  a  Vcvere  .fire  of  fmall 
arms,  and  two  pieces  of  aitiilcty  fip.u 
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the  fhorc,  were  at  length  obliged  to 
abandon  her,  and  Ihe  was  burnt  by  the 
provincials. 

Notwithftanding  the  late  reinforce¬ 
ments,  and  the  arrival  of  generals  of  the 
mod  active  charader,  the  troops  conti- 
mied  for  fome  time  very  quiet  at  Itofton, 
On  the  other  fide,  it  is  probable  that  an 
attempt  would  have  been  made  to  ftorm 
that  town,  while  the  people  were  in  hot 
blood  after  the  affair  of  Lexington,  if  a 
concern  fc.r  the  prefervation  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  had  not  prevailed  over  every  o- 
ther  coididcration.  It  mult  however  be 
nllowe<!,  lliat  from  tlie  number  of  velfels 
of  war,  which  nearly  fnrriumded  the  pc- 
ninfula.  as  well  as  .the  valt  artillery  by 
which  it  was  protected,  and  the  excel¬ 
lence  of  the  troops,  that  fuch  an  attempt 
iniii'l  have  been  attended,  with  great  dif- 
fienlty  aiul  danger,  and  tliat  the  deft  ruc¬ 
tion  of  tile  town  muff  have  been  laid 
<lown  as  an  inevitable  cor.ftquenee. 
There  were  other  matters  .alfo  of  confi- 
deration.  A  repiilfe  to  new  troops,  or 
the  carnage  th.tt  would  even  attend  fne- 
cefs  in  fo  arduous  a  coiifli^ft,  might  have 
been  attended  with  fatal  confeqiicnces  ; 
the  people  were  no^  only  new  to  war, 
but  ti^ey  were  in  a  new  and  Orange  ll.Ue 
and  litiiation;  they  were  entering  into  an 
untrietl, ' unthouglit  of,  and  unnatural 
r-onteff,  loaded  with  tlie  mofl  fatal  con- 
fequcnces,  without  experience  to  guide, 
or  pr<-cedent  to  dire<5t  them  ;  they  had 
not  yet  in  general  rcnoniiced  all  hopisof 
an  accommodation,  and  Ihofe  who  had 
t' onld  totally  condemn  any  viokree 
which  fhiit  them  out  from  fo  delirable  an 
t  vent  ;  in  fiieh  a  wavering  flate  of  hope, 
fear,  and  uncertainty,  much  caution  was 
to  be  ufed,  as  .any  iintowaril  event  might 
fiuldenly  damp  the  arilour  of  the  people, 
dllfoive  their  refolntions,  and  lhahe  all 
their  confederaeics  to  pieces. 

In  ll'.e  nuan  time  p  june  Jb]  the  conti¬ 
nental  eongrefs  rifolvtd,  that  llie  roin- 
paCt  bttwten  the  crown  and  the  peoi>lc 
of  Mafl.iehurett’s  Hay,  was  I'iffoh.ed,  hy 
the  vioUtion  of  the  charier  of  William 
ami  M.'.ry  ;  and  thcrct'orr  rreommemh-d 
to  ihe  people  tli.it  provjiu  r  to  proef\Al 
to  the  eftablilh.meiit  <  f  a  new  gc'vein- 
ment,  bv  eketing  a  g<i\trnor,  .iff.i'lan’.c, 
.and  houTv-  oC  alfembly,  aeronli*  g  tt*  the 
piiwcr  ;  cm.:  lined  in  t  In  ir  criclnal  eh.  r- 
tt'*.  l\u'\  p.<rud  lefniuiion, 

that  ro  bill  ot  exehing'-,  draught,  or  rr- 
.d«r.  of  .my  i^ffjcer  in  t'  e  anr.v  or  naw, 
fh;:v  *-er.ts  or  conti.adiors,  uiould  dc 


received  or  negociated,  or  any  monft 
fnpplied  to  them  by  any  perfon;and 
prohibited  the  fupplyin^  of  the  array, 
navy,  or  fhips  employed  in  the  tranfport 
fervice,  with  provifions  or  neceflaries  of 
any  kind.  They  alfo  erefted  a  general 
poff-office  at  Philadelphia,  Which  exten. 
ded  through  all  the  united  codonies ;  and 
fomc  time  after,  placed'  JDr  Franklin, 
w’ho  h.!!!  been  difgraced  and  removed 
from  that  office  in  England,  at  the  head 
of  it.  Thus  had  they,  in  effect,  though 
only  under  the  name  of  i ccommendaticn 
and  counfel,  alfumed  all  the  powers  of  a 
fupreme  government. 

About  tlie  fame  time  CJune  la.l  gen. 
C.ige  iffued  a  proclamation,  by  which  a 
pardon  was  offered, in  the  king’s  name,  to 
all  thofc  w  ho  Hiould  forthwith  lay  dovii 
their  arms,  and  return  to  their  refpe^ivc 
occupations  and  pe.aceable  duties,  excep¬ 
ting  only  from  the  benefit  of  the  pardon 
Samuel  Adams  and  ^john  Hancock^  whofc 
offences  were  faid  to  be  of  too  flagitious 
a  nature  to  admit  of  any  other  confiden- 
tion  than  that  of  condign  punifliment. 
All  thofe  who  did  not  .accept  of  the  prof¬ 
fered  mercy,  or  who  fliould  proted, 
affift,  fiipply,  coiice.al,  or  correfpood  with 
them,  to  be  treated  as  rebels  and  traitors. 
It  alfo  declared,  that  as  a  flop  w'asputto 
the  due  courfe  of  jufiicc,  martial  law 
fhonld  take  place  till  the  laws  were  re- 
ffored  to  their  due  efficacy.  It  isiie^- 
Icfs  to  obferve,  that  this  proclamatiofi 
had  as  little  effedl  as  any  of  thofe  that 
preceded  it.  Hancock  was  alroiit  that 
lime  chofen  picfident  of  the  continental 
eongrefs. 

This  proclamation  was  looked  upon  as 
the  preliminary  to  immediate  adion. 
Accordingly,  from  that  moment  both 
lidcs  held  ihemfcives  in  rcadinefs  for  it. 
Tlic  port  of  Charles- low'll  had  hitherto 
been  neglcifled  by  both  the  p.irtie8.  The 
provincials  thought  it  necefl'ary  for  them, 
w  hethcr  they  fhoiiirl  chirfe  to  adt  on  t^e 
dcfenfive  or  offenlive.  They  r.ccordiagly 
made  the  iieceffary  preparations,  and 
fent  a  benly  of  men  thither  at  night  with 
tlic  grr.atelt  priv.icy,  to  throw  Up  works 
upon  Hnnker’b  Hill,  an  high  ground  that 
hes  juff  within  the  iflhmus,  or  neck  of 
l.iinl  tiiat  joins  the  pcnir.fulato  the  con¬ 
tinent.  This  j>»  ninfiila  is  vt  ry  fimilarlo 
th.it  on  which  r.oP.un  ftands,  exce^inp 
that  the  iOhnuis  i.s  confide raSIv  wider, 
.Trill  that  Hnukrr’s  Hill  is  mjicn 
than  .any  hill  in  the  latter.  The  towns 
arc  only  fcp.iv.'ile'd  by  Cliarlei  lUviXi

ful  fire  tor^k  place,  by  which  a  number 
of  our  braved  men  and  uflkers  fell*  Some 
gentlemen,  who  had  ferved  in  the  moft 
diflinguiflied  aclious  in  the  laft  war,  de¬ 
clared  that,  for  the  time  it  laded,  it  was 
the  hotteft  engagement  they  ever  knew. 
It  is  then  no  wonder  if,  under  fo  heavy 
and  deftruCtive  a  fire,  oiir  troops  were 
thrown  into  (i>me  difortler.  It  is  faid 
that  gen.  Howe  was  for  a  few  .feconda 
left  nearly  alone ;  and  it  it  cciiabi  that 
moft  of  the  officers  near  his  ficrfon  were 
cither  killed  or  wounded.  His  ccminel's, 
firmnefr,  and  prcfcncc  of  .mind  on  this 
occafion  cannot  1)C  too  much  appifliided*. 
It  fully  anfwered  .ill  the  ideas  fo  gene¬ 
rally  entertained  of  the  courage  of  liis 
family.  It  is  faid,  that,  in  this  critical 
moment,  gen.  Clinton,  who  arrived  from 
Bofton  din  ing  the  engagement, l>ya  hap¬ 
py  mannpuvre,  rallied  the  troops  almt^ 
inflintaneoufly,  and  brought  them  again 
tothc  charge.  However  that  was,  Ibdr 
4ifual  inrrepiflity  now  pn^duced  its  ufiial 
effect ;  they  attacked  the  woikir.  with 
fixed  bavontts,  and  iirefiflible  fury,  and 
forced  tlwm  in  every  (|nat ter.  Though 
n*i\ny  of  the  provincials  w€  fe  deflituteof 
bayonets,  and,  as  they  affirm,  their  am- 
muuition  wa^  expended,  a  number  of 
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them  fought  defperatcly  within  the 
works,  and  were  not  drove  from  them 
without  diflficiilly.  I’hey  at  length  re¬ 
treated  over  Charles-towu  Neck,  which 
was  enfiladed  by  the  guns  of  the  Glaf- 
gow  man  c;f  ssar,  and  of  two  Roating 
batteries.  They  fiifiered  but  little  k»fs 
trom  this  foru-.idable  artillery,  tlunigli 
the  drer*;!  of  it  had  prevented  i^omc  regi¬ 
ments  who  were  ordered  to  fupport  them 
from  fulfilling  their  duty. 

'Vhus  ended  the  hot  and  bloody  affair 
of  lUinkei ’s  Mill,  in  which  we  had  more 
men  and  officers  killed  and  wounded,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  engaged,  than  ' 
in  any  other  aetion  which  we  can  reool- 
leCt.  The  whole  lofs  in  killed  and 
wounded,  amounted  to  1054,  of  whom 
226  were  k^illed  ;  of  thefo,  iq  were  com- 
miR'ioned  officevs,  including  a  lieutenant- 
colonel,  2  maji'rs,  and  7  captains;  70  o- 
ther  officciT.  were  wounded.  Among 
thofe  who  were  more  generally  regreted 
upon  this  occalion,  were  lirut.-col.  Aber¬ 
crombie,  and  tlie  brave  maj.  PItcairre  of 
the  marines.  I'he  majors  Williams  and 
Spendlove,  the  laft  of  whom  died  of  his 
wounds  fomc  time  after  the  adion,  had 
alfo  fealed  their  lives  With  fuch  dillin- 
guilhed  lionour,  as  to  render  (heir  lofs 
the  more  fenfibly  felt.  'I’h.e  event  fuffi- 
ciently  fliewed  the  bravery  of  the  king’s 
troops.  There  was  fcarcelya  fingle  offi¬ 
cer  who  had  not  fome  opportunity  of 
fignali/ing  himfelf;  the  generals  and 
^cld-officcrs  ufed  the  mod  extraordinary 
*  exeitions.  All  tlufe  circnniRanccs  Con¬ 
cur  in  Riewing  the  haul  and  dangerous 
fervicc  in  whitdi  they  were  engaged. 
'Vhe  battle  of  Qiiebec,  in  tlic  late  war, 
"  ith  all  its  glory,  and  the  vaUnefsof  the 
ronfcqucncesof  which  it  was  prodiuFlive, 
was  not  fo  deflriK^ivc  to  our  officers,  as' 
this  afl'air  of  a  retrenchment  caff  up  in  a 
few  hours.  It  was  a  matter  of  grievous 
reflei^ion,  that  thofe  brave  men,  many  of 
whom  had  nobly  contributed  their  fliare,' 
when  engaged  againff  her  natural  ene¬ 
mies,  tt»  extend  the’  military  glory  of 
their  country  into  every  qnaitei  of  the 
globe,  R  ould  now  have  fufiered  fo  fe- 
\erely  in  only  a  prelude  to  this  unhappy

f?.  thefe,  and  tlie  example  of 

-Hral  fenfible  farmers  both  in  England 
bc'jtland,  (lie  breed  of  £hecp  has 
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been  greatly  improved  in  this  country,  • 
much  to  the  advantage  of  ourfelves  and 
the  kingdom  in  general.  In  profecution 
of  this  fcheme,  at  a  late  border -fair, 
held  at  Tettam,  the  cominiflions  from 
Scotland,  by  gentlemen  and  farmers,  for 
fcores  of  the  bed  ewe-lambs,  were  Ip 
great,  that  they  fold  much  beyond  the 
common  rates,  and  the  demands  were 
far  from  being  anfwcrcd  ;  for  all  were 
bought  up  in  an  inftaiit. 

I  can  alfo  aflure  you,  that  the  woolen 
manufacture,  by  following  Mr  I.och’s 
falutary  advices,'  is  greatly  improving 
here  ;  and  tliat,  at  a  market-town  in  my 
neighbourhood,  namely  Dunfe,  the  two 
principal  ladies  in  the  town  arc  driving 
with  each  other  who  lhall  have  their 
huibands  cloathed,  next  St  John’s  day, 
with  the  bed  broad  cloth  of^hcirowii 
manufadure. 

An  acquaintance  of  mine  likewife  this 
year,  to  my  knowledge,  has  bought  a 
thoufand  pounds  worth  of  more  wool 
thiu)  he  ufually  did,  and  1  doubt  not  but 
other  wool-merchants  have  done  the  like.

As  for  the  pMilibllity  of  revelation,  it 
was  a  vain  thisg  to  lienv  it  ;  for,  as  (iod 
gi.Tj  us  the  fenfi*  of  h  iing  malenal  ob- 
H  vli  by  oi'.r  lyes,  and  opening  in  fome  a 
oapaeuy  ot  appn  hending  h.ijii  and  fub- 
litne  tilings,  of  wtiicli  Uane  nun  feeined 
u»»erly  incipable;  fo  it  was  a  weak  af- 
lertion,  that  ( Jod  cannot  awaken  a  power 
in.  foiiiC  nun’s  minds  to  .apprehend  and 
kiijw  fou.c  liiinj#  in  fucli  a  m:iir.cr  that 


others  ari?  m>t  capable  of  it.  This  ii  oof 
half  fo  incredible  to  us  as  fight  is  to  M 
blind  man,  who  yet  may  be  convinced 
there  is  a  ftrange  power  of  feeing  that 
governs  men,  of  which  he  finds  himfelf 
deprived.  As  for  tlic  capacity  put  into 
fuch  men’s  hands  to  deceive. the  worW, 
we  arc  at  the  iame  lime  to cqnfider,  tbati 
beiides  the  probity  of  their  tempers,  l( 
cannot  be  thought  but  God  can  fo  for¬ 
cibly  bind  up  a  man  in  fome  things,  that 
it  Diould  not  be  in  his  power  to  delivef 
them  otherwife  than  as  he  gives  hifniii 
commilfi(»n  ;  Hclides,  the  confirmation 
of  miracles  are  a  divine  credential  to 
warrant  fuch  perfons  in  what  they  deli¬ 
ver  to  the  world,  which  cannot  be  ima¬ 
gined  can  be  joined  to  a  lie,  fince  this 
were  to  put  the  omnipotence  of  .God  la 
attell  that  which  no  honeft  man  would 
do ;  for  the  bulincfs  of  the  fall  of  man, and 
otlier  things,  of  which  we  cannot,  per¬ 
haps,  give  ourfclves  a  perfed  account.' 
we  who  cannot  fathom  the  fecrets  of  the 
counfel  of  God,  do  very  iinreafonably 
take  on  ns  to  rejed  an  excellent  fyRcm 
of  good  and  holy  rules,  becaufo  we  can¬ 
not  fatisfy  ourfelves  about  fome  difficul¬ 
ties  in  them.  Common  cxpcrienct  tells 
u;,  that  there  is  a  great  difordcr  in  our 
n.itures,  which  is  not  eafily  redified. 
All  philofophers  were  fenfible  of  it ;  and 
every  man  that  doligns  to  govern  him- 
felf  i>y  realbn  feels  the  ftruggle  between 
it  and  nature  ;  fo  that  it  is  plain  there  iV 
a  laj>re  of  tlie  higii  jx)wers  of  thq  foul. 

Hut  why,  laid  he,  could  not  thb  be 
rectified  by  fome  plain  rules  ^iven;  but 
men  mult  come  and  fticw  a  tnck  to  per- 
luade  the  world  they  fpeak  to  them  in 
the  name  of  God  ?  I  anfwered,  that  reli¬ 
gion  being  a  delVgn  to  recover  and  fa^c 
inanki ud,  wa.s  to  be  fo  opened  a« 
awaken  and  work  upon  all  forts  or

Philofp' 
phy,  whieli  was  only  a  matter  of  fiuc 
fueeulatioii,  had  few  votaries  ;  and,  4* 
there  was  no  authority  in  it  to  bind  the 
world  to  believe  its  dictates,  fo  twy 
were  only  received*  by  fome  of  Bobkr 
and  refined  natures,  who  <:oil!d  ipP^ 
ihcm.feWcs  to,  and  delight  in 


tions :  But  triic  was  to  be  built 

on  a  foundation  that  Oioiild  carry  more 

on  it,  and  to  have  fuch  convic¬ 
tion?  as  might  not  only  reach  thole  who 
were  already  difpofed  to  receive  theniy 
lull  roule  up  fuch  as,  without  great  and 
Iciifihle  excitation,  would  have  othcrwifc 
jlept  on  in  their  ill  coiirfes.  - 

Upon  this,  and  fome  fuch  bccafions^  I 
trKi  him  I  faw  the  ill  ufe  he  made  of  hit 
wit,  by  which  he  flurred  the  graveft 
things  with  a  (light  dalli  of  hrs  fancy ; 
r.rd  the  pKafiire  he  fcmiul  in  fuch  wan¬ 
ton  expreflions,  as  Calling  the  doing  of 
miracles  the  Jhe<iving  of  a  tr\ck^  did  really 
kup  him  from  examining  theni  #itli 
that  care  w’hieh  fuch  things  required. 

For  the  Old  '1  eftament,  w'e  are  fo  re¬ 
mote  from  that  time  ;  w’e  have  fo  little 
knowledge  of  the  language  in  which  it 
\\.{^  writ ;  have  fo  irhpertedf  an  account 
of  the  liiltoiy  of  thofe  ages;  know  no¬ 
thing  of  their  cuftomsj  forms  of  fpeech, 
and  the  feVcral  periods  they  might  have* 
by  whieh  they  reckoned  their  time,  that 
it  is  rather  a  wonder  we  ihotild  under* 
(land  fo  much  ot  it,  than  that  fo  many 
palfiges  in  it  ilionld  be  fo  dark  to  us. 
The  chief  ufe  it  has  to  us  Chriftians  is, 
that,  from  WTitings  which  the  Jews  ac¬ 
knowledge  to  be  divinely  infpired;  it  la 
manifefl  the  Melfias  Was  promifed  before 
the  dcffnidiou  of  their  temple*  which 
luring  done  long  ago,  and  thefe  prophe- 
hes  agreeing  to  ouf  Saviour,  and  no 
<*thtr,  here  is  a  great  confirmation  given 
to  the  gofpel :  But  though  many  things 
5:i  thefe  books  could  not  be  undcfftood 
hy  im,  who  live  above  3000  years  after 
the  chief  of  them  were  wfritten,  ft  is  no 
Inch  extraordinary  matter. 

[7b  be  conttnvLcdJ\ 
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are  told,  the  fall  of  an  apple  from 
’  J  a  tree  gave  rife  to  Sir  Ifaac  New¬ 
ton's  incomparable  fydemof  philofophy ; 
that  accident  giving  him  the  hint  U>  ex- 
i'lTi'iie  lunv,  and  by  what  laws  bodies 
gravitated.  His  indefatigable  genius 
toon  found  them  out,  and  applying  thofe 
Mwsto  the  heavenly  bodies,  has,  in, a  ra- 
t  rr.al  and  fimplc  manner,  regulated,  and 
re  ndered  intelligible  the  motion  of  the 
rluKts,  our  feas,  &c.  In  ftiort,  with.

tons  vortices  and  hypothefes  of  the  great 
Des  Cartes,  who,  admitting  of  no  vacu* 
um,  had  filled  the  libraries  of  his  dffei* 
pies  v^ith  his  elaborate  works,  and  their 
heads  with  whirligigs. 

The  fire  engine,  fo  iifeful  for  draining 
of  coal  pits,  and  raifing  of  W'ater,  wc  are 
told  was  dilcovcrcd  by  one  capt. Savory; 
obferving  one  day,  when  the  water  in  a 
tea  kettle  boiled,  the  (team  forced  up 
the  lid,  the  hint  lie  got  from  thence  wms 
by  degrees  improved,  till  he  brought  the 
alternate  action  of  beat  and  cold  to  an- 
fwer  his  purpofc  in  rarifying  and  con- 
dcnfing  the  air,  fo  as  to  move  up  and . 
down  a  pifton  which  pumps  up  a  large 
quantity  of  water  in  a  ihort  fpacr  «»f 
time.  Many  mines,  and  ufcful  foliils, 
luive  been  found  oCit  by  aceiilent.  Coal, 
it  is  faid,  was  firft  difeovered  by  a  (liep- 
herd  making  a  fire  of  fome  Hicks  he  Itad 
gathered  to  drefs  his  dinner  agalini  a 
bank  ;  he  perceived  a  black  llnpe  in  the 
bank  burft  aWay,  and  the  ground  above 
it  baked  hard  like  a  brickt 

One  of  the  rlchcft  lead  mines  in  Bii- 
tain  was  difeovered  by  a  paBionaie 
ftroke  of  one  of  tl^c  wdrkmen.  The 
propiieCor  in  -vain  having  expended  a 
great  deal  of  money,  patience,  and  la¬ 
bour  in  qiieft  of  the  main  vein,  neceflity 
and  defpair  made  him  difeharge  hia 
W'orkinen ;  they  gcrtcroiilly  gave  him  a 
week's  labour  gratis^  buTas  incnc^Iual  ; 
on  quitting  the  mine,  one  of  the  labou¬ 
rers,  chagrined  at  their  bad  luck,  with  a 
horrid  imprecatiob,  ftruck  his  pick  vio¬ 
lently  into  the  fide-wall  of  the  mine  aa 
he  walked  along,  thereby  pullihg  down  a 
quantity  of  rubbifli ;  that  very  ftroke  ex- 
pofed  to  view  a  rich  and  large  vein  of 
ore,  which  to  this  day  is  worked,  and  Ok. 
itfelf  is  a  very  confiderabJc  fortune  to  its 
owner. 

The  firft  knowledge  we  had  of  the  ve¬ 
getative  virtue  of  marie  in  this  part  of 
Europe,  I  am  told,  was  got  by  fome 
fchool-boys  rcfolving,  during  the  Whit- 
fim  holy-days,  to  make  m<Hleii»  of  the 
feven  wonders  of  the  world  in,  clay, 
on  the  upper  part  of  a  field  contitrnousto 
theif  fchool  >  fearching,  tiu  y  found 
fome  diftance  a  pit  of  what  they  thought 
very  good  clay  fit  for  their  purpofe,  and 
carried  a  large  qu.intity  there</f  to  the 
different  places  of  the  field,  v  here  la*  b 
was  to  be  ereded.  Seven  ctafTei,  with  a 
diredlor  for  each,  were  appointed,  and 
all  at  once  the  foundations  were  laid, 
and  carried  ou  with  furpriCng  fpjrit  and 
Cc 
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<’.cxlcrity  for  feveral  Hays,  till  the  whole 
were  nearly  tiniilicd,  ci.ch  party  Tying 
with  the  others  as  to  the  execution  ;  but 
alas  !  how  momcntaiT  and  tranlierit  arc 
laiman  joys!  When  all  were  gone  to 
llccj),  and  not  one  even  dreaming  of  the 
c  itattrophC)  a  thunder  cloud  driven  that 
way,  unable  to  proceed  lurtlicr,  fell  to 
the  ground,  and  with  it  the  elaborate 
works  of  thofe  ingenious  and  Induftrioui 
youths.  It  is  eaticr  to  conceive  than  ex- 
prtfs  tlie  furrow  and  furprife  that  afiec- 
ted  the  mrirds  and  countenances  of  the 
aflonithed  and  diiap{)^nuteil  artiUvS,  when 
tlicy  met  next  morning,  and  law  their 
works  finillied  to,  but  not  by  their 
hands,  and  lying  like  fo  many  iieaps  of 
dough.  Recovering  by  degrees,  they  a- 
^reed  to  give  over  the  impla^5ticable  at¬ 
tempt.  Reconnuitring  the  ruins  a  few 
days  after,  they  found  their  for<ns  again 
chaiiged  to  that  of  pan -cakes,  and  fjon 
alter  other  Oiowcrs  falling,  they  were 
carried  by  the  rain  over  moll  of  the  field, 
fo  as  to  Hick  to  the  Hiocs,  and  render, 
that  place  unlit  for  their  ufual  padimes, 
on  wlilch  account  it  was  flint  up. 

It  is  faid,  there  are  never  great  lolTca 
without  fmall  advantages.  With  equal 
truth  it  may  be  aflerteJ,  that  fmall  lolies 
produce  great  advantages.  For  inftance, 
this  fmall  lols  to  a  few  boys  proved 
greatly  beneficial  to  the  public,  by  a 
fnrpriling  verd.’.c  feen  in  lliat  field  the 
^ear  h  llowliig,  and  for  many  yea;*s  af- 
tcrward.s.  The  iiivefligation  of  the  caufe 
led  many  to  make  experiments  in  corn  as 
well  as  grafs  helds,  with  tins  which  ap» 
jK.oed  to  be  clay,  but  was  a  rich  marie, 
and  exceeded  their  cxpc«!tatioi;s  as  a  ma- 
imrc.  Alter  this  t’ircovery,  every  fcini- 
(•le  firmer  feaiclied  for  marie;  many 
foniul  it,  .ind  enriched  both  thernfilves 
and  their  grounds  therewith.— The  in- 
Acntion  and  utility  of  printing  and  wri¬ 
ting,  of  gun-powder,  of  dials,  clocks, 
.imi  w.Vchrs;  of  water  and  wind  mills  ; 
<*f  land  and  watcr-carriages,  of  optical,

leader  or  my  fell ;  the  hints  here  given  be¬ 
ing  fuflieient  t«»  fl»ew,  chat  there  have- 
bvcn  many,  and  yet  there  is  room  lor 
ma.iv  nnnc  tlifcov  tries,  which  every  man 
gf  genius  will  allow,  notwilLlUnding  the

But  to  return  to  .my  pupil,  whom  I  ’ 
left  hunting  about  the  country  for  | 
knowledge  in  his  profelhoa.*;  In  the

"ills  eminent  lawyer,  didinguinicd 
orator,  and  mart  dihinguillicd  pa¬ 
triot,  made  his  firft  appearance  on  the 
I'i.hlic  flage  during  the  adminiftration 
I’lppofed  ij  have  been  formed,  ami  for 
1  me  months  to  have  been  conducted,  by 
tile  e.irl  of  Chatham.  lie  was  appointed 
1  'lieitor- general  at  his  lordihip’s  accef- 
bon  into  power ;  and,  as  long  as  he  re¬ 
sumed  in  oU'ice,  difeharged  the  duties  of 
it  with  real  integrity  and  ability.  His 
t'iiius  recommended  him  to  the  noble 
^  'll  l.iit  mentioned*  when  the  firft 
l  •i'lcc  ill  Europe  would  liave  been  glad 
]  ’  be  honrured  with  bi«  lo^dlhip's 
bMidlliip,  t.rKl  when  the  foreign  and  do- 
f  eitic  fot;i  of  Britain  trembled  at  the 
b. miller  cf  his  voice;  wlien  the  fecret 
b\oiucrs  of  dcfpotifm  Uy  in  cooctal- 
and  a  government  unamne^d 
'^:tli  the  cabinet,  a  cuiiflitutiona)  parlia¬ 
ment,  or  tlic  people,  liad  not  been  as 
publicly  maniMcd,  or  contequenlI)r 
i‘'''i(ied. 

1  iie  time  at  length  arrived,  when  Mr 
)  ^fUiing  could  no  longer  endure  his  fi- 
‘“  't)(ni.  At  the  commencement  of  that 
‘i.^irntcd  fc:(non  ( 1 77c),  which  will  be 
‘''^huiitcd  to  fniure  ages,  by  the  ex- 
♦  'bi  ’  e  and  well-fuilcd  defcription  of  the 
^  fcAion  ;  when  the  minds  of 

“‘  nun  wccc  occupied  refpe4!ltQg  the  pc- 
concerning  the  dcci&oc  relative  to. 
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the  Middlefei  elcdion,  and  great  expec¬ 
tations  were  formed  relative  to  the  mea¬ 
ner  ihofe  great  points  would  be  taken 
notice  of  tn  the  fpeech  from  tke  throac» 
that  minifterial  performance  very  gravely 
recommended  to  parliament,  to. provide 
the  belt  means  of  prcvi'nling  the  infec- 
tion  which  might  arife  from  the  difltm- 
per,  then  lately  Iwoke  out  among  the 
•horned  cattle,  from  fpreadtng.  Morti- 
hed  to  the  quick  at  fuch  a  folemn  moo- 
•kcry  of  every  thing  that  was  great  and 
facred,  as  foon  as  a  motion  was  made 
for  Lntroducingan  amcmlmcnt  to^e  a^i- 
drefs  in  nnfwcr  to  the  king’s  fpe^'h,  he 
rofe  and  apologifcd  to  the  houfe.  He 
f.iid,  that  rtothing  but  his  ill  ftate  of 
health  would  have  prevented  him  frbn 
giving  his  opinion  in  detail  upon'thepre- 
fent  critical  Aate  ofaAciirs;  hut  more 
particularly  on  that  part  of  the  amend¬ 
ment*  pro{x)fed  by  his  honourable 
friend  which  w'as  to  take  into  the 
xnuft  ferious  coufuleration  the  procee¬ 
dings  in  that  boiile,  touching  its  late 
vote  for  incapacitating  John  Wilkes, 
£fq;  but  he  could  not  content  himfelf 
with  a  blent  vote,  nor  fit  down  without 
aAigning  itis  two  leading  reafohs  for  vot¬ 
ing  for  the  amendment.  One  was,  that 
.a  general  uneafinefs  Mod  ditbonteet  bad 
gone  forth  among  the  people;  theother^ 
becaufe  he  thought  the  words  of  tke  a- 
mendraent  would  be  feme  mark  to  the 
.public,  that  the  national  gricvancca 
w  ould',  as  they  ought,  come  under  the 
confidcratiou  of  parliament.* 

As  a  man  of  f]urrt,a8  well  as  principle^ 
he  immediately  refigned  ;  butoiVkred  ve¬ 
ry  generouOy  to  diicliaire  the  duties  of 
his  ofHce  till  anoVker  nt  peribn  Aiould 
kc  pitched  upon  to  fuccecd  him.  In'thif 
Ataation,  during  the  fevcral  great  chan¬ 
ges  which  happened  in  the  conrfe  of  nine 
or  ten  weekii,  particularly  the  reiignatio^ 
of  the  duke  OraPton,  and  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  lord  North  in  his  room,  he  fe- 
ma'med  iiiAcxibie,  ‘thongh  often  in  the 
inteiim  preAcd  to  refume  his  poft.  At 
length,  all  attempts  to  bring  him  back  to 
bis  former  lituation  pruning  fhiitleft,  otfT 
prefent  <worthy%  conjetmtiom^  d^^uterefled 
attqrney-gcneral,  Was  appointed  foUcitor 
in  his  place. 

From  that  time  to  the  prefent,  Mr 
Dunning  has  contiaued  in  oppoHlioo, 
and  has  been  felt  by  adminiftratiou,  as  n 
moft  pcMYcrfuI,  weighty,  and  galling  aa- 

•.  Mr 
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tasonift.  To  point  out  the  particulars, 
would  in  faft  be  to  give  a  hillory  of  al- 
moft  every  leading  queftion  agitated  in 
parliament  for  the  laft  fix  years.  We 
cannot,  however,  pafs  that  part  of  his 
pari i amentary  condudt  in  filence,  which 
relates  to  America,  without  rcTinquifh- 
ing  the  general  motives  which  firft  indu¬ 
ced  us  to  the  prefent  undertaking,  that  of 
marking,  by  the  event  of  the  prefent  un¬ 
natural  civil  war  in  America,  the  com¬ 
parative  wifdcra,  public  virtue,  and  poli- 
tical  value,  not  only  of  the  two  parties 
which  at  prefent  divide  this  nation,  but 
likewife  the  feveral  leading  individuals  of 
which  each  is  compofed. 

The  firft  queftion  lelativc  to  America, 
which  Mr  Dunning  diftinguifhed  himfclf 
particohirly  in,  was  the  celebrated  Que- 
oec  bill,  in  the  courfe  of  that  ftrugglc 
between  lonltitutional  freedom  and  ar¬ 
bitrary  power,  tho^he  had  the  whole  pha¬ 
lanx  of  profelftonal  mercenaries,  as  well 
as  the  weight  of  the  trcafury-bench,and  ail 
their  immcdiatcalTociBtcs and  dependants, 
contend  with,  he  proved  two  politions, 
too  evident  to  he  evaded,  and  too  clear 
to  admit  of  a  minute's  ferious  contro- 
verfy  or  impartial  difeuftion.  He  proved 
that  the  conftitution  hitended  to  be  gi¬ 
ven  to  the  people  of  Canada  by  the  bill, 
was  eftcntially  the  fame  in  form,  and 
inore  liable  to  abufe  than  the  one  they 
f4jp^’cd  under  the  crown  of  France ; 
Jink  that  the  eeclcfiaftical  eftablilhmcnt, 
granted  to  them  under  the  idea  of  a 
mere  liberty  of  confcicnce,  or  a  permif- 
fion  for  the  free  cxercifc  of  their  religion, 
was  intended  to  cheat  them  out  of  their 
civil  liberty  as  Britiih  fuhjc^s.  It  was 
intended,  he  laid,  to  operate  two  ways ; 
firjiy  for  the  purpofe  of  eftahli filing  arbi¬ 
trary  power  in  that  vaft  extent  of  coun¬ 
try,  comprifed  within  the  limits  de- 
feribed  in  the  bill ;  and,  2<//r,  to  employ 
that  power,  thus  modified  and  rendered 
obedient  to  the  will  of  the  pofleflbr,  in 
aififitng  to  overthrow  the  libcrtict  of  A- 
merica. 

He  has  ever  fince  ftn61y  adhered  to 
the  fame  line  of  coniluill.  He  docs  not 
barely  confine  himiVlf  in  dettcling  the 
blunders  of  admiiiiltration  :  his  oppofi- 
tion  has  been  general ;  and,  if  truth  and 
the  moft  able  and  intimate  knowledge 
ct  the  laws  ai.d  conftitution  of  his  coun¬ 
try  were  to  decide  uniformly  in  St  Ste¬ 
phen’s  cliapcl,  wc  may  venture  to  afftvm, 
without  any  imput.ition  of  partiality, 
Lhat  he  would  at  lea  ft  foxr.elimef  pxove 


vidtorioak,  and  vote  in  a  maiority, 
exhibited  freq[uent  proofs,  in  the  courfe 
of  the  laft  femon,  and  indccil  in  the  two 
preceding,  of  his  early  fathoming  the  in¬ 
tentions  of  adminiftratioii.  He  pitdid- 
cd  the  confcquences  of  the  propoftd 
parliamentary  addrefs  to  hit  majefty  in 
Januaiy  1775,  dcclari^  and  offering  to 
fupport  his  majefty  with  their  lives  and 
fortunes.  He  was  no  lefs  fagadous  and 
penetrating  in  the  court  dodrincs  meant 
to  be  eft.ablifiied  and  drawn  hereafter  in¬ 
to  precedent,  rdative  tp  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  foreign  troops  into  any  part  of 
the  dominions  of  the  Britiih  crown, 
without  the  previous  content  of  ptrlia* 
menr.

liamentary  language  of  the  oftenfibret 
miiiifter),  the  determined  refolution  of 
its  fecret  devifers  and  profefled  conduc¬ 
tors  to  force  America  into  open  rebel¬ 
lion,  to  gratify  fomebody,  and  verify 
their  own  repeated  predidHcais;  as  it 
muft  follow,  that  the  colonifts,  finding 
thcmfelves  reduced  to  the  alternative  i 
fuhmltting  like  Oaves,  or  being  doomed 
to  inevitable  deftru<5lion,  would  declart 
thcmfelves  independent,  as  the  firft  ftep 
to  the  procuring  of  foreign  afiiftance. 

This  will,  wc  prefume,  convey  fome 
tolerable  iilea  of  the  political  opinkHif 
and  public  condurt  of  Mr  Dunning  do* 
ring  the  laft  fix  years  ;  and  will  likewife 
ferve  to  fhew  hereafter,  whether  be  be, 
or  be  not,  as  good  a  fpeciilativd  ftatel- 
man  as  he  has  ^en  long  knows  to  be  a 
great  lawyer  and  *  able  orator.

1 1— All  they  exchange  are  blood  and 
wounds ;  and  provinces  ar«  not  worth 
keeping  if  depopulated,  or  induftry  is 
lu  t  eftablilhed  in  them. 

Our  author  has  rompilttd  his  Ante 
fr  >m  the  annual  accounts  given  in  by 
the  proper  oHicers  to  the  hoiU'c  of  com- 
iru^ns,  which,  thougii  inaccurate,  arc  the 
I'dl  which  can  be  procured.  He  hath 
dilplayed  a  great  knowledge  of  the  com- 
niercial  interefts  of  the  itland ;  but  in 
f  une  particulars  wc  think  him  not  only 
inaccurate,  hut  erroneous.  The  follow- 
ii'C  extracts  are  fcledted  as  a  fpccmien  of 
‘A;  author’s  flile  and  plan,  and  his  feufe 
the  importance  of  the  American  colo- 
h,rs  to  Great  Britain. 

“  FROM  the  time  of  Willl^  the 
Conqueror,  to  the  req^n  of  Elhtabeth, 
tke  tiavle  of  England  feems  to  hate  been 
Confined  to  the  exportation  of'tin,  lead, 
Wool,  leather,  iron,  and  fome  few  other 
priHlu^tions,  fufficient  to  purchafe  what 
commodities  were  neceifary  to  a 
people  n<»t  yet  addided  to  hixiiry.  Here 
‘‘'kI  tfirre,  indeed,  during  this  period, 
"c  meet  with  a  faint  attempt  to  eftablifti 
ruouirsge  manufatfturcs. 

In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  better 
more  ruccefsful  attempts  appear  to 
been  made  towards  cAi^nding  our 


^  ft 

trade  and  navigation.  In  her  reign  the. 
Turkey  company  was  edabliihed,  and  a 
treaty  of  commerce  concluded  with  the 
czar  of  Mufeovy.  The  aichieyementi 
of  Drake,  and  the  difeoveries  of  Raleigh, 
contributed  to  give  England  a  kind  of 
rank  in  the  commercial  work!.  Still, 
however,  neither  Elizabeth  .nor  James 
feem  to  have  had  any  enlarged  ide&s  of 
commerce:  ^  little  did  they  know  of 
it,  that  thcy’could  not  even  direct  the 
operation  of  our  internal  commerce  ^ 
vdiich  yet,  from  our  infular  fituatlon, 
requires  but  little  (kill :  perhaps  there 
needs  no  more  than  to  leave  things  to 
their  own  natural  coiirfc.  Here  then 
thefc  princes  had  only  to  take  off  clogs 
to  remove  impediments ;  Inflead  of 
which  they  incrcafcd  them  by  monopo¬ 
lies,  and  patents  -withtmt  number. 

“  The  cftabliftiment  of  our  American 
colonies,  in  the  reigns  of  James  and 
Charles,  laid  tlie  foundation  of  extenfivc 
commerce  in  times  to  come.,.  Truth, 
however,  obliges  us  to  own,  that  theif 
eftabliilimcnts  reflect  but  little  honour 
on  either  of  the  monarchs.  James  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  advenUMcrs  would  en¬ 
rich  themfelves  by  the  difeoveries  of 
mines  of  gold  and  fliver ;  and  he  hoped 
that  the  (hare  referved  to  himfelf  would 
ferve  to  rcndcY  him  independent  of  par¬ 
liament.  Hii  original  charters,  there¬ 
fore,  -breathe  throughout  the  n^ow 
fptrit  of  an  excluflve  monopolifer,  ^ 
Charles  considered  Ann^tCa  as  af¬ 
fording  an  afylum  to  thofe  whorn  he 
could  not  proUCt,  or  a  conv'ciiient  re¬ 
ceptacle  for  tboTe  whom  he  wulhed  to 
remove. 

“  *Ere  this,  and  before  England  was 
known  as  a  commercial  flate,  Spain  and 
JVjrtugal  had  immenfe  aixiuifitiuns  in 
the  Indies.  Their  conquefts  ruined 
them.  Inebriated  by  a  fuddtri  influx  4»f 
gold,  they  abandoned  agriculture,  arts, 
and  manufactures,  ft  was  referved  to 
the  Dutch  to  teach  thofe  inconfiderote 
conqueroi*8,  that  they  had  made  a  very 
bad  bargain  in  bartering  induftry  for 
wealth.  The  Dutch  rofe  on  tlwir  luins 
and  became  the  carriers  and  favors  of 
the  world.  The  cxtculion  of  com.*ncrcc, 
and  the  cftahlifliment  of  a  formidable 
navy,  went  hand  in  hand.  Their  fuc- 
cefs  cotild  not  but  awaken  (he  jraloufy 
of  their  neighbours,  'fhe  Engltfh  were 
the  firfk  to  take  the  alarm :  The  long 
pariiameut  and  Cromwc!!  roiifcd  igatQ 
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the  fpirit  of  commercial  eniuUtion*  »y 
the  of  navigation,  they  lakJ  the  foun- 
cUiiou  of  the  greatell  advantages  >vt 
have  ftnee  deriveil  from  our  colonial 
commerce.  The  war  with  Holland,  the 
attempt  on  llifpaniola,  and  the  taking  of 
Jamaica,  all  ferved  to  incrcafc  at  once 
bur  commerce  and  our  naval  foiice. 

In  the  beginning  of  his  reign, 
Charles  11.  feemed  difpwfcd  to  promolp 
thpfe  important  objefts ;  but  they  were 
fvM)n  faciiftced  to  his  intrigues  w»ih  the 
court  of  France,  as  every  thing  was  fa- 
criftct'd  by  his  fucceiror  to  bigotry  and  a 
love  of  arbitrary  power.  It  was  not, 
therefore,  until  the  revolution  that  a  re¬ 
gular  fyftem  of  commerce  was  eflaWifli- 
cd  :  Nor  indeed  was  that  fyftem  tho- 
rougWy  uodcfRood  till  the  reign  of 
George  I. 

“  At  the  epocha  of  the  revolution, 
therefore,  the  following  tables  com¬ 
mence.  The  tables  in  the  firfl  part  con¬ 
tain  annual  ilatements  of  the  value  of 
the  iinj.'Orts  and  exports  to  and  from  the 
difurtnt  cou:  iiies  with  which  we  trade, 
together  with  the  cxccfs  rcfulting  from 
the  comparifoii  (^f  ti  e  rtTpedive  imports 
and  experts.  Tliefe  tables  are  ranged  in 
1  he  chronological  order.  A  general  Lihlc 
of  all  luir  imports  and  exports  clofes  this 
part. 

“  The  tables  in  the  fccor.d  part  con¬ 
tain  the  fame  Aatements  of  the  imports 
and  cxpciis  to  and  from  c;ech  particular 
country.  In  thefe  tables  the  countries 
arc  ranged  in  the  alphabetical  order, 
and  tlw  imports  and  exports,  with  the 
rtfpeflive  excciTes  pf  each  year,  aic  uif- 
tinguiflicd.**

“  The  exchange  p€  commoditiet  ibr 
commodities  wdultTbe  yet  more  advan¬ 
tageous  if  ihe  commodities  imported 
are  again  re-exported.

That  the  troubles,  which 
have  fo  long  diftradted  my  colonies  in 
Norths  Amrr tea f  were  at  an  end  ;  and 
that  my  unhappy  people,  recovered  from 
their  dtlufion,  had  delivered  themfelvcs 
from  the  opprcfiion  of  their  leaders,  and 
returned  to  their  duty :  But  fo  daring 
and  defperate  is  the  fpirit  of  thofe  lea¬ 
ders,  whofe  obji^t  has  always  been  do¬ 
minion  and  power,  that  they  have  now 
openly  renounced  all  allegiance  to  the 
crown,  and  all  political  conne(ftion  with 
this  cmintry :  They  have  rejected,  with 
circumftances  of  indignity  and  infult, 
the  means  of  conciliation  held  out  to 
them  under  the  authority  of  cnir  c«)m-
